— in fact the complaints 
we received last week 
when the fixtures were 
not included vindicate 
that. 

We are sure our read- 
ers are amongst the 
most loyal supporters 
the National League 
clubs have, and that by 
advertising their games 
through ASW they pro- 
vide a service for you. 

Yet the price you 
must now pay for being 
a “converted” soccer 
supporter is that you ex- 
pected to know the de- 
fails of future games.

MANY FIRSTS IN 
SPURS HISTORY 


THE visit here of English superstar team Tottenham Hotspur in May/June to participate 
in the big international series against the might of Brazil’s Vasco da Gama, Italy's Udinese 
and our own Socceroos is one that will gladden the heart of every sports fan in Australia 


For the Spurs are something special and a real 
soccer aristocrat in any company — anywhere in the 
world. 

Their motto is “Audere est Facere” which means 
“To dare is to do.” 

That aptly sums up the way of thinking at the 
White Hart Lane club. 

In over 100 years of footballing history, the Spurs 
have been synonymous with a great number of 
“firsts” in the game. 


DOUBLE 

One of Spurs’ earliest claims to a place in the his- 
tory book happened in 1901 when they won the FA 
Cup while still in the Southern League! 

They also became the first team to win the coveted 
“double” in 1961 when they won the championship 
and the FA Cup. 

Another first for Tottenham happened in 1972 
when they won the first all-British European final 
when they downed Wolves in the final of the UEFA 
Cuy 


They, bettie, tha fraiblazartin Biitish otha 
when they signed South Americans Ossie Ardiles 
and Ricky Villa after Argentina had won the 1978 
World Cup Final. 

Spurs records over the years hit a peak in 1920 
when they created history by collecting 70 points 
from 42 games to win the Second Division. In those 
days there were only two points for a win instead of 
the present three. 

In 1960-61, the Spurs recorded the most wins in a 
single season’ when they won 31 of their 42 First Divi- 
sion games. 

In that season they finished eight points ahead of 
nearest rival Sheffield Wednesday and in doing so 
scored an incredible 115 goals. 


PROPOSAL 


The club displayed their leadership qualities in 
1933 when they proposed that players should be 
numbered in League matches. 

This proposal was thrown out, although it was 

for the FA Cup Final the same year! 

In the 100th FA Cup Final in 1981 — when Totten- 
ham met Manchester City at Wembley — the game 
was unique for many reasons. 

Spurs striker Garth Crooks became the first black 
player to score @ goal in the Final and it was the first 
time a replay had been held at Wembley. 

In this Final, Spurs also maintained their record 
in finals — six wins out of six — and they made it seven 
the next year! 

Over the years, two former Spurs men appeared 
in and later managed FA Cup — winning teams. 

They were Peter McWilliam, who played for 
Newcastle United in the 1910 Final and later man- 
aged Spurs’ Cup-winning side of 1921, and Jimmy 
Seed, who played for Tottenham in 1921 victory over 
Wolves and managed Charlton to their 1947 Cup 


win. 
IDENTITIES 

Spurs featured in the first $500,000 transfer in Bri- 
tain, when they bought Martin’ Peters from West 
Ham in 1970. 

Peters played in four cup-winning teams at 
Wembley — West Ham's European Cup Winners 
Cup victory over Munich in 1965, England's World 
Cup Final win over West Germany in 1966 and 
Spurs’ League Cup Final wins over Aston Villa in 
1971 and Norwich in 1973. 

In the international arena, three great Spurs 
identities, Pat Jennings, Danny Blanchflower and 
Terry Neil — have made the highest number of in- 
ternational appearances for Northern Ireland. 

Jennings of course has made the 
of international appearances of any Bi 
109.

Apart from this game he did not concede more 
than one goal per match that entire season and re- 
corded a clean sheet on 28 occasions. 


MILESTONE 

Scottish international Steve Archibald set 
another Spurs milestone when he moved to London 
from Aberdeen in 1980. 

The transfer fee of $1.25 million was the most ex- 
pensive transfer ever for a player from a Scottish 
club going over the border to England. 

These are just some of the highlights of this 
magnificent club. 

Throughout their history, Spurs have always 
played a brand of ‘push and’ run’ football that has 
thrilled soccer watchers throughout the world. 

And, with their present lineup they certainly will 
not disappoint anyone here in Australia when they 
come here in May/June — of that you can be sure! 

FOOTNOTE: Many people have asked me how 
the Hotspur part of Tottenham's name came about. 

The answer to this question is that the founders of 
the club (a number of ex-grammar schoolboys in 
1882) had in mind the exploits of Harry Hotspur, a 
younger son of the Duke of Northumberland in the 
15th century. 

The Northumberland family at one time owned 
considerable estates in Tottenham. — so now you

A MAJORITY of National Soccer League coaches believe 
Australia needs a full-time national coach in the run-in to 
the crucial World Cup matches later this year.

the job of national 
coach is a full-time 
one. 

Another two coaches 
believe a full-time 
coach is needed in the 
lead-up to the World 
Cup, series, but not on a 
permanent basis. 

National coach Frank 
Arok has stated that he 
can handle the national 
team duties in addition 
to his full-time position 
as manager-coach of 
Sydney NSL club St 
George. 

Arok has the backing 
of the Australian Soccer 
Federation, who 
appointed him as natio- 
nal coach a year ago. 


DIFFICULTY 


“The Executive's 
view is that you don't 
need a full-time coach if 
you don’t have full-time 
players,” ASF general 
manager Brian Emery 
explained. 

He said players often 
have too much difficulty 
getting time off work or 
getting a release from 
regular club training to 
attend national squad 
sessions, which re- 
stricts the national 
coach’s work. 

That view is sup-

MUCH has been written and spoken about youth players over the last couple of years. 


There is no doubt that 
we are producing 
young players as good 
as anywhere in the 
world at 16, 17 and 18. 

One thing, though, 
that does seem to be 
happening is that too 
many young players 
are being thrust into 
National League teams 
too early, and expected 
to perform consistently 
for nine months of the 
year. 

Certain young play- 
ers are capable of doing 
this, but the majority 
need to serve their 
apprenticeship, as in 
other professions. 

They should work 
with experienced play- 
ers and coaches to en- 
sure they are ready to 
play and maintain form 
at the top level. 


EXPERIENCE 

It is a misplaced view 
that playing young 
players in the first team 
of national league 
clubs automatically 
gets them experience. 

This may be the case if 


he’s playing alongside 
players of experience 
who can help him, but it 
could also have the re- 
verse effect and shatter 
confidence if he's play- 
ing with many other 
young, inexperienced 
players. 

I believe a player is 
best equipped and 
playing his best soccer 
between 26 and 32. 

Players at that age 
have experience, 
maturity and know 
what the game's about. 

Looking throughout 
the world, one can see 
this with world-class 
players in most coun- 


tries. 
PLEASURE 

It’s no secret to sce a 
side such at Sydney City 
consistently up there at 
the top with six or seven 
players in their late 20s 
‘or early 30s playing and 
coaxing their few fine 
young players who will 
obviously learn and 
mature amongst their 
more experienced col- 
leagues. 

Look at most top 


teams around the world 
and this format is in 
evidence. 

I watched St George 
and Marconi recently 
and Dez Marton, who is 
in his late 30s. 
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Sure he’s lost a bit of 
speed, but his touch on 
the ball and positional 
play were a pleasure to 
see and I’m sure some of 
the younger players 
have much to learn from 


him. 
So let’s bring our 
youth on, but let’s also 
make sure they con- 
tinue their learning 
amongst players of ex- 
perience and maturity.

FUNNY things happen in cup football, not 
only in Australia but throughout the world.

Hindmarsh holds 20,000 spectators and while 
Federation secretary, Peter Nikolich says that will 
be enough for the double-header, he may under- 
estimating interest. 

The English fans who stayed away from the Soc- 
ceroos-Juventus clash are certain to flock to see 
Tottenham. 

_ Juventus drew 20,000 fans last year, mainly Ita- 
lians, and they are certain to turn up again 

Add the English support and Hindmarsh could be 
bursting at the seams. 

And there are certain to be thousands of neutrals 
who have seen Tottenham on TV, particularly Aus- 
tralian rules fans who do follow soccer but only 
through television 

But it is not only the size of Football Park that 
attracts Sheean. 

He has to think of covering and comfort for the 
fans 

Hindmarsh has only the one stand which holds 
only 2,000 people. 

At Football Park, 48,000 can be seated and at least 
half are under cover. 

Mr Nikolich has said he will push for the games to 
be played at Hindmarsh, 

However, the SA National Football League gene- 
ral manager, Mr Leigh Whicker, said he had re- 
ceived a verbal booking for Football Park.

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VENABLES AVOIDS THE 


STEREO TYPE APPROACH 


THE success of Terry Venables as manager of Barcelona has surprised 
many people in Europe. 


This is because the 
success rate of 
British coaches in 
Europe has not been 
good during recent 
years. 

Malcolm Allison in 
Portugal and now Ven- 
ables have been 
beacons in an other- 
wise gloomy picture for 
travelling British 
coaches. 

The reasons for this is 
the tendency toward in- 
flexibility among Brit- 
ish coaches, 

They are products of 
the stereotyped British 
style of playing. Indeed 
in many cases they have 
produced the stereo- 
type, where work, 
aggression and highly 
organised team play 
are major require- 
ments. 


OPPOSITE 

If we were to look for 
the opposite of the Brit- 
ish style, it would be 
that of Brazil. 

British coaches 
would say that it is im- 
possible for English 
players, in particular, 
to play with the flair of 
Brazilian players. 

To some extent this is 
so, but under the syste- 
mised method of play in 
England the English 
players have very little 
chance to produce, or 
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develop, the flair "that 
epitomises the Brazi- 
lian game. 

Thus it is when British 
coaches are exposed to 
the varying styles of 
players that they en- 
counter in Spanish or 
Italian teams; it is diffi- 
cult for them to 
accommodate to these 
“foreign” styles. 

England’s gifted 
Glenn Hoddle has had 
fo accommodate to the 
desires of the English 
game and his coaches 
at Tottenham and Eng- 
land, and he has be- 
come a worse player for 
it, 

In another environ- 
ment his outstanding 
gifts would have been 
exploited and de- 
veloped. 

I attended a_coaching 
course in England 
along with Terry Ven- 
ables and I also knew 
him from my playing 
days at Fulham when he 


was with Chelsea, just 
down the road. 

He is not your typical 
English coach. 


CREATIVE 

He is a highly creative 
man who has had suc- 
cess writing books and 
plays for television. 

‘As a player he was 
skilful and particularly 
intelligent in his work 
as a midfield player. 

Yet I remember talk- 
ing with Tommy 
Docherty,’ his then man- 
ager at Chelsea, whose 
main comment about 
Venables was that he 
was frightened of 
physical contact. In- 
deed he put it much 
blunter than that. 

The ability to take and 
give out “stick” remains 
very important in the 
minds of many British 
coaches. 

My experience 
following a period of 
coaching professional- 


ly for 15 years, is that if 
you have the best play- 
ers you will usually win 
the competition. 

This being so, it 
seems imperative that 
you allow players to be- 
come the very best indi: 
vidual player they can 
become and then fit 
them into an overall 
loosely knit playing 
style which will allow 
them maximum scope 
for their individual 
talent. 

In England all play- 
ers are encouraged, 
even forced, to become 
first and foremost a top 
TEAM player, pr 
pared to submerge his 
talent into the overall 
team pattern. 

‘You see this type of 
thinking in the priori- 
ties given by Australian 
Youth coach, Jim 
Shoulder. 

He prefers players 
whom he knows at the 
Australian Institute of 


Sport and with whom he 
can blend into a solid 
team unit in preference 
to selecting others play- 
ing in teams throughout 
the country. 

Shoulder is a highly 
intelligent and very 
likeable and talented 
man, yet I would like to 
see the very best youth 
players in this country 
playing in his Austra- 
lian Youth team. 

The big challenge in 


the game today is some- 
how to let creative skill 
flower amid the high 
pressure defence that 
exists in modern soccer. 

I have been pleased to 
see the type of game em- 
ployed by Everton 
under manager Ho- 
ward Kendall, which 
has many involved pai 
sing movements in i 
rather than the stright 
up-and-down play

which is typical of so 
many British teams. 

Skill, individual 
style and flair are what 
colour soccer. 

Without them it can 
be very dour indeed. 

Many spectators 
throughout the world 
have shown that bread 
and butter cannot re- 
place the: rich, creamy 
skills which has been 
lost to many countries.

A provisional itinerary has been prepared 
following the visit to England by Queensland’s 
Chapman Bonner, the Australian Schools Soccer 
Federation president, and tour co-ordinator 
Chris James. 

Discussions took place with officials of the Eng- 
lish and Welsh Schools Football Associations, 
and it seems certain that the tour will take place. 

The side is due to leave Australia on December 
30 and return on January 23. 

The squad will be chosen at the ASSF National 
Championship, which will be played in Can- 
berra on September 2/6. 

To win selection, all players must make their 
way through zone, regional and state trials. 

Chris James said: “It is essential that we attract 
all top schoolboy players as the ASSF is embar- 
king upon a three-year plan to establish regular 
internationals in Australia and overseas.” 

The tour has the support of such organisations 
as the Australian Soccer Federation, State Educa- 
tion Departments and the Australian Secondary 
Schools Sports Federation. 

The only previous clash between Australian 


and England at schoolboy level was the Under 15 
tour in 1974. 

England won 3-1 in an excellent match before an 
11,000-plus Saturday crowd at the Sydney Sports 
Ground. 

Australia were captained by midfielder Kevin 
Coleman and England, by Mark Higgins, who 
went on to play in central defence for Everton. 

Years ago the intention was to widen the Aus- 
tralian Schools Soccer Federation by the inclu- 
sion of the non-governmental schools in the 
ranks. 

Competitions such as the Turner Cup in NSW 
have demonstrated that many of the best players 
are outside the state schools. 

This turnabout needs to be reflected in both the 
organisation and the selection processes.
